The ways in which children can be 
_ jtaught our faith at home are endless. 
|As with everything they require | 
‘some desiré on our part as parents | 
and simple thought and planning. 
You'll find that Kids will actually 
like attending church. If they see a 
link between Church and home then 
they are more likely to continue their 
loyalty to Christ and their Church in 
their adult life. 
Make going to church a happy 
family event. Teach them to pray a 
little on their way to Church. 
‘Explain what Holy Communion is 
and how they can take it regularly. 
(Take them to confession from an 
early age so they don't have the same 
hangups most of us have about it 
_|when adults. 
At Church be positive rather than 
always telling them to Shh! and be 
quiet. If they make some noise, so 
what, they're children and children 
make noise. As they grow older they 
will settle down. 


Being a parent is very difficult and 
no-one is perfect at it. No matter how 
hard you try, we all make mistakes. 
Being a parent however, also means 
being the most influential person. in 
your child's life. No one can impart 
the foundations of a Christian 
education like you as a parent can. 
For this reason the Church asks | 
you to consider the magnitude of 
your great responsibility as a 
parent, knowing that you will 
respond to the call with love for 
your children. If you have 
forgotten your Orthodox Faith then
